McGill's residences are becoming 
increasingly more In demand, so much 
so that 400 students are on the waiting 
list this year. 

Mrs. Brenda Norris, a representative 
of the Board of Governors, spoke at 
last Friday's Senate meeting to voice 
her alarm that so many students are 
being turned away. 

"Students with high academic 
qualifications have been accepted at 
McGill, "she says, "but they didn't ac- 
cept because there was no space in 
residence." She mentioned that 1088 
new students and 430 returning 
students were accepted into residence 
this year. Roughly 30 per cent of the 
residences were filled by second and 



third year students. 

The cause of the Increased demand, 
according to Academic VP Samuel 
Freedman, Is the rising cost of housing 
In Montréal. "The student ghetto has 
been gentrilled, and the rents are too 
high for students. They must go farther 
out Into the city." 

There have been some suggestions 
to change the rule so that there will be 
admission for Incoming students only 
In the following years. 

In addition, a Sub-Committee to the 
Senate's Committee on Residence 
has been set up to, says Dr.Freedman, 
"look Into the possibility of renting a 
house or hotel on a short term basis for 
student accomodation." This sub- 
letting would solve the problem tem- 
porarily and avoid having to build new 



residences. "We don't want to get into 
the Idea of building new residences. 
They tend to be cyclical, ho explained. 
"Five years ago, we couldn’t fill our 
residences." 

Dr.Freedman will be meeting with 
members of the Sub-Committee, Pro- 
fessor Adrian Shepherd (Faculty of Ar- 
chitecture) and Professor L.T. Duer 
(Dept, of English), next week to 
discuss their llndings. "Wo want to 
proceed as rapidly as possible," said 
Dr.Freedman. Tho aim is to avoid a 
similar shortage of housing close to 
the campus for first year studonts. 

The Dean of Students, Irwin Gop- 
nlck, said, "We also have an oil- 
campus housing service which at- 
tempts to provide housing for 
studonts."

Yesterday, Students’ Society VP Ex- 
ternal Ian Brodie presented a brief to 
the Gratton Commission on Education. 
Last minute changes made to the brief 
were not approved by Students' Coun- 
cil, and the brief as a whole was oppos- 
ed by a coalition of over 10,000 McGill 
students. 

Jean-Pierre Jollvet, a member of the 
parliamentary commission, expressed 
hls concern, saying, "perhaps your 
brief would have been different if you 
had further Informed the student 
population and had more consultation 
with other students." 



The McGill Association of Unlverstly 
Teachers, and SSMU, presented the 
brief In Quebec City after making last 
minute changes, which Included 
rewriting the section on tuition fee In- 
creases and adding several 
paragraphs to two other sections of the 
brief. 

The final version recommended that 
tuition fees rise to $1250 by 1988 and 
that any further increase be proceeded 
by "a complete review of the ac- 
cessibility of university education... to 
review the Impact of higher fees.” 

Commission member Jean 
Blackburn pointed out that, "$2500 Is 
too excessive."

"the societies who opposed our brief 
had not read the brief, but instead bas- 
ed their vote on the issue on extracts 
from the campus media." 

Jollvet further questioned the struc- 
ture of the Students’ Society of McGill 
University (SSMU), which allowed a 
brief to be presented with only the ap- 
proval of a five member executive. 

"An organization can only get so 
democratic," Brodie responded. 



from the McGill Ad Hoc Committee for 
Accessible Education which denounc- 
ed the brief. The committee represents 
more than 10,000. McGill students in- 
cluding 2600 who signed a petition 
demanding that SSMU oppose tuition 
fee increases. 

Carlene Gardner, who helped 
organize the petition, said, "The pur- 
pose of the press release Is to publicly 
discredit McGill so the government 
can't use McGill's name to legitimize 
tuition Increases. 



The committee also represents the 
Law Students' Association, the Post- 
Graduate Students' Society, the Social 
Work Students' Association, and the 
Engineering Undergraduate Society, 
which specifically refused to endorse 
the revised brief. 

The revised brief, while approved by 
the Executive Committee of SSMU, 
was submitted to the member associa- 
tions of the Ad Hoc Committee and 
was rejected unanimously. Said Peter 
Chômas, EUS Vice President, "We 
didn't feel It represented fully the 
needs of EUS’s members." 

The brief was not ratified by council 
before being presented. 

Said Gardner, ‘The onus is on us to 
prove that the SSMU executive Is not 
representative of students." 

"Françcols Longpré, LSA vice- 
president, affirmed, "Eighty percent of 
McGill students are from Quebec. Four 
of five members of the SSMU ex- 
ecutive are not. They don't understand 
the issues involved.” 

Gardner added, “The SSMU ex- 
ecutive has betrayed the students who 
elected them." 
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Women to suffer most 
from tuition hike

Discrimination against women 
prevails in the university system. 
Women will be affected more by a tui- 
tion Increase than men, says a survey 
commissioned by the Students' Socie- 
ty of l'unlversitâ de Montréal 
(FAECUM). 

The survey Indicates that 15.6 per 
cent of women, compared with 10.9 
per cent of men, will dropout of univer- 
sity if the tuition freeze is lifted. 

This Is attributed to the fact that 
women have less monetary support 
than men at university. 19.9 per cent of 
women are given bursaries and 27.3 
per cent of men are. 

As well, 26.8 per cent of women 
receive loans while 31.3 per cent of 
men do. 

The survey says that women are 
more often put in a financial situation 
which makes it more difficult to con- 
tinue their university studies. 1 

If a woman has to hold a job during 
the academic year to permit her to 
finance her studies, the time that she 
spends probably makes it more dif- 
ficult to keep up with her academic 
work. 

Even if she works part-time a woman 
is more often put in a financially dif- 
ficult position. The study says that 58.3 
per cent of women work part-time, 
compared to 52.8 per cent of men, 
though only 57.6 per cent of women 
find summer jobs, In contrast to 63.3 
per cent of men. 

Sebastien Richard, general delegate 
to Student Services at l'université de 
Montréal, said the survey was commis- 
sioned by his Students' Society to 
discover "the feelings of students In all 



of Québec about the doubling of tuition 
fees. 

"We wanted to see if we were 
representative of all of Québec," he 
said. "We knew we had to mobilize a 
lot of people at universities in Montréal 
and McGill was one of them. 

"We were very surprised when 
McGill's Students’ Society told us that 
It was Indeed ready to support the tui- 
tion Increase," he said. 

"We had meetings with them and 
thought they might change their 
minds," In light of the results of the 
survey, he said. 

"In bur poll, there Is no difference 
between Laval, U of Montréal, Concor- 
dia and McGill of students who are In 
opposition to tuition Increases. 

"Let's hope that the McGill 
Students' Society will change their 
mind," he added. 

"One thing is for sure, McGill Is a big 
campus and an Important one and the 
credibility of the position" is enforced 
by its support. 

"If school fees are doubled the real 
problem Isn’t solved," he said. "We 
must know whether funds Invested in 
universities are properly used." 

The survey said that only 63.6 per 
cent of women are satisfied with their 
university education. Similarity, only 
55.3 per cent of men are "satisfied 
enough" or "very" satisfied with the 
practical content of university 
teaching. 

The firm of Léger et Lçpage carried 
out the survey for FAECUM in July.

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When is divestment really divestment

Two different groups on campus are 
giving two different perspectives on 
the extent of McGill's divestment from 
companies doing business with South 
Africa. 

Members of the McGill Administra- 
tion and the Committee to Advise on 
Matters of Social Responsibility (CAM- 
SR) claim that McGill has, to date, 
divested 32.9 per cent its South 
African interests. 

The South Africa Committee (SAC), 
on the other hand, believes the figure 
is much lower. According to Steve 
Miller, SAC co-coordinator, "A more 
realistic picture would be ono which 
emphasizes the difference botween 
the book value, and the market value 
of the stocks. Namely, that the 32.9 
per cent is the value of the stock on the 
day that McGill bought it. 

"I assume when the treasury lists a 
stock as sold, they are listing the most 
recently purchased holdings as the 
ones sold. Because the newer stocks 
have a higher book value than the 
older ones, it makes for a misleading 
picture of the divestment process," ho 
said. 

At the last meeting of the McGill 
Senate, a motion was passed reaffirm- 
ing support for divestment, which is to

Face à Face is a listening and refer- 
ral centre for people who feel lonely or 
isolated, or who need to talk about 
their problems. This free bilingual ser- 
vice is run by two former McGill 
students, Sue Cristiano and Randee 
Cobrin . 

"We're a confidential service," says 
Terry Kaspi, Face à Face coordinator. 
"That’s an advantage. We get 
students coming in from McGill who 
are afraid to go to the university 
counselling service. They don't want to 
bo seen there by anyone they know. 

"You don't need an appointment, 
you just drop in." 

People go to Face à Face with a 
variety of problems, which Include 
financial trouble, stress, pregnancy, 
and relationship difficulties. Said 
Kaspi, "We also help foreign students 
who feel isolated or are having difficul- 
ty adjusting to Canadian society. 

"We're a listening service," she 
stresed. "We don't really treat pro- 
blems, but sometimes we can help 
with concrete things. 

"For example, Face à Face was 
able to help a frustrated McGill student 
who was depressed because she 
needed financial aid. She was having 
trouble convincing the university that 
her family was not supporting her. 

"Wo referred this student to a social 
worker — that’s our general policy. 
The social worker wrote a letter to 
McGill and we were eventually able to 
get tho university to give her financial 
support," concluded Kaspi. 

Face à Face has also begun a 
discussion group for students who foel 
isolatod and want to meot peoplo. Ac- 
tivities are organized for this group, 
such as guest speakers and movie 
outings. 

Face à Face is located on tho bouti- 
que level of the Guy metro station in 
dowtown Montréal.

be reviewed by the Board of Governors 
this Monday. Student Arts Senator 
Randy Flemmings presented the mo- 
tion in order to "jolt the Board of 
Governors out of it's apparent state of 
pathological procrastination. 

"Eleven months later, only 10 per 
cent of the stock is divested. At this 
rate it will take ten years to divest — 



ten years is too long, "he said. 

Abbot Conway, member of the CAM- 
SR, brought up the figure of 32.9 per 
cent at Senate. He explained, "I sup- 
port the motion strongly, but what I 
wish to carve away froth it, what is in 
his (Flemmings) speech, is a criticism 
of the board.” 

The motion passed almost 
unanimously with two abstentions, and 




the traditional single vote against. 

The revised lists of McGill's cor- 
porate holdings are being prepared for 
the Board of Governors meeting on 
Monday. According to Nathan Moss, 
Secretary to the Board ol Governors, 
“they (treasury) promised it to me last 
week, but they haven't managed to got 
it out yet." 

Once the document is released, it 
will become clear oxactly how much 
stock has been divested. According to 
Flemmings, "Because the Board is be- 
ing so lock-tight about the situation, it 
causes conjecture with us as 
students." 

Moss did not deny that the 
discrepancies could arise due to the 
age of the stock. "As far as I know, 
things like IRM could have been 



bought a long timo ago." 

According to Conway, "They (the in- 
vestment managers) are told to 
divest... they don't make a, distinction 
between old and new. 

"The book value is the only ono you 
can go on, the market value is 
ephemeral, less accurate," he said. 

However, Guy Thompson. SAC Co- 
coordinator explained, "If you are 
compiling statistices, and you've got a 
listing of tho stocks sold from the in- 
vestment managers — say 5000 
shares in IBM — and the university has 
purchases IBM share at ten different' 
times In its history, naturally you're go- 
ing to uso the most recently purchas- 
ed, which would bo tho highest, as tho 
onos sold. 



Students left loanless 
and penniless 



Montreal (CUP) — More than one 
third of all Québec students who ap- 
plied for financial assistance on timo 
are still waiting for their loans. 

“It's not a question of the loans be- 
ing late. It’s only a question of them not 
being processed yet," said Emile 
Dubois, Québec financial aid director. 
"We're at the same level we were last 
year this time," he added. 

But Jean-Pierre Paquet of l'Associa- 
tion Nationale des Etudiant-e-s du 
Québec, says government is not 
delivering adequate services to 
students. Because the deadline was 
pushed from June 30 to May 31, 
"students were forced to apply earlier 
1 this year. 

"This is the second lime they've 
pushed the deadline ahead in three 
years," he said. "There is no reason 
why they should be late now." 

“Most students buy cars 
with their loans," he 
said. 

About 90,000 of 131,000 applica- 
tions were processed by early Oc- 
tober, according to Dubois. He said the 
number of applications has doubled 
during the last 10 years.

the aim of making social responsibility 
a priority amongst students. Since 
then, students have been a primary 
target of government forces and 
paramilitary squads. 

The Salvadorean government, said 
Kinllzkl, has tried to end tho 
university's role as an "institution of 
critical analysis" in the country. In the 
late 1970s, teachers and students 
were conducting open debates on tho 
problems and possible solutions to the 
country's deepening economic and 
political tensions. The political opposi- 
tion wore invited to voice their views in 
these "poace forums." 

According to Kinitzki, it was this affir- 
mation of the university’s political 
autonomy that provokod the military in- 
vasion of tho campus in June 1980. 
During this attack, buildings woro 
bombed, facilities destroyed or remov- 
ed and many books burned, "simply 
bocause they had a red cover." Tho 
military occupation lasted four yoars. 

In May 1984, tho government suc- 
cumbed to international pressure and 
tho UES was allowod to reopon. 
However, tho thirty million dollars 



worth of damage done in the attack 
has yet to be repaired. 

Where 60,000 had previously en- 
joyed the lowest tuition fees and the 
highest educational standard in El 
Salvador, now only 22,000 can be ac- 
comodated in the gutted remains of 
the campus. The five hundred 
microscopes possessed by the univer- 
sity in 1980 havo been roduced to five. 
What was tho best medical library in 
Central America now contains but a 
quarter of its original number of 
volumes. 

In addition to this, AGEUS mombers 
are still subject to constant repression 
by the government. It is in light of this 
repression that Kinitzki and others 
were present at AGEUS’s demonstra- 
tion in San Salvador. Because of the 
presence of international obsorvors 
and cameras, not a single shot was 
fired. 

In reference to a picture ot a student 
spraypainting a message on a wall in 
front of the U.S. embassy in San 
Salvador, Kinitzki romarked, “The 
reason that man wasn't shot was that 
we were thoro.” 



The Canadian University Students in 
Solidarity with AGEUS are presently 
touring Canadian universities bringing 
this information to students and en- 
couraging a stance in support of 
AGEUS. They have two projects In 
Canada. The first is to sponsor 
Salvadorean students through the 
UES scholarship program. Last yoar, 
international funds raised allowed 104 
Salvadoreans who otherwise could not 
afford it to attend UES. 

The second project is to pair Cana- 
dian universities with UES. Kinitzki 
urged students to seek support from 
their student councils for these pro- 
jects. "They would havo an incredible 
moral impact in El Salvador," she said. 

Seventeen U.S. universities have 
already adopted UES as their "sister- 
school." 

Tho slide presentation ondod on a 
hopeful note, as tho faces of four 
Salvadorean children glarod out at tho 
audience. "Today, there are two El 
Salvadors: one is dying and the other 
is being born... and AGEUS will be 
with the poople in the croation of that 
new El Salvador today." 



Although almost all applications 
from McGill University have been pro- 
cessed, almost one third of all student 
loans are late at Concordia University, 
according to Concordia student aid 
director Roger Coto. 

"You can always say there's room 
for improvement in the system," said 
Cotee. “Québec (aid department) 
could benefit, not necessarily by an in- 
crease in funding, but by improving tho 
operational aspects of the 
department." 

And while students cope with such 
short term problems as processing 
delays, many will face enormous debt 
loads when they leave school. The 
Liberal government transferred $24.3 
million from bursaries to loans this spr- 
ing. 

"This means there will be the same 
amount of money in students' pockets, 
only their debt load will increase," said 
Dubois. 

"Obviously students will graduate 
with greater debts, but compared other 
provinces, Québec student debt loads 
are still under the avorago," said Cote. 

Paquet sees the increaso in debt 
loads as an attempt to prompt students 
to finish their degrees in less time. 

"They are in effect encouraging in- 
creased debts and they are even talk- 
ing about taking the students' 
academic standing into account, which 
will make financial aid conditional on 
academic performance. This would be 
an elitist approach," he said. 

Cote said the provincial government 
should also play a role in debt 
counselling. 

"Students should bo aware what ef- 
fects their debts will have on them.

But Dubois said students are 
already aware of the regulations, and 
he claims they don't need much 
assistance in tho first placo. 

"Most students buy cars with their 
loans," he said. 

McGill financial aid counsellor 
Charlotte Legaro agreos with Cote. 

"If debt load management is not 
doalt with at the university level, and 
the government doesn't do it eithor, 
students could end up being surprised 
at the amount of money thoy owe," 
she said. 

Cote said he rocoives 80 requosts a 
wook for emergency loans. Tho money 
is only available for students who can 
demonstrate a need for housing and 
food.

Think of the last time you went to a hospital. 
How long you had to wait, and how often you 
found the medical care to be below your expecta- 
tions of a modern health care system. This is 
what you get In a country where, on the average, 
more than $1500 are spent on the health care of 
one person per year. In most Third World coun- 
tries the budget is only $1-5. The results of such 
poor medical care can be horrific and epidemics 
of easily preventable diseases can kill large 
numvers of people. In Eastern Nigeria 1 out of 10 
children will die of measles. This Friday you can 
participate In raising funds for a vaccination pro- 
gram aginast such diseases by coming to the 
Shot Dance II, In the Union Ballroom. 

The Osier Medical Aid Foundation was started 
at the end of 1985 by 4 medical students at 
McGill. The aim was lo help improve the level of 
health care available in developing countries. 
Although still run be medical students, its staff 
has increased considerably. Our patron is now 
C.W.L Jeannes: the Director of Health and 
Population Sector of the Canadain International 
Development Agency (CIDA). Dr. D. Dawson and 
Dr. K. Flegel, both of whom have worked in 
Africa, are the consultants and more that 20 
students are now involved. Last year the OMAF 
became a registered Canadian Foundation and 
also succeded In obtaining a government fund 
matrchlng grant that quadruples the money they 
raise. 

The center chosen for support was the Fr. Mat- 
thias Health Care Unit in Naka, Nigeria. It is run 
by Dr. Elnterz: a dedicated McGill graduate, and 
the 35 local nurses she has trained. This hospital 
is the only mediacal care facility for 100,000 peo- 
ple living In an area of 900sq miles in one of the 
poorest and most under developed areas 'of 
Eastern Nigeria.

To the Dally: 

Suzanne Mehmet's letter (October 8) is based 
on two mistaken arguments: a misconception 
about the source of men's anger, and blindness 
to the true situation of men in our society: 

Her convenient distinction between biological 
determinism (men are Innately evil) and historical 
determinism (men Invented evil) Is not only smug 
but facile. BOTH arguments are false and 
dangerous. (Mehmet naively assumes that 
women were zombies for 50,000 years while 
men created culture, that women never had a 
stake In the cuyltural order, and that women play 
no role In forming maacullng Identity.) Sine when 
hae lack of INSTITUTIONALIZED power Im- 
munized people — male or female — from greed, 
malice, intolerance, selfishness or any other 
vice? Although women sometimes have to use 
indirect (manipulative) means to do evil, this 
gives them no moral superiority over the men 
who use direct ones. Like women, men resent 
being stereotyped as evil. (Ironlcaily, Mehmet's 
Image of feminine rectitude is Itself not only a 
stereotype, but a 'traditional' one which sup- 
ported the infamous 'double standard’) This kind 
of moralistic dualism leads inevitably to SELF- 
righteousness, not righteousness. As women 
have learned, the only sane response to that Is 
anger. 

Feminists (at the Dally, for example) often 
assume that because women are victims men 
can’t be as well. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Although very different, the problems of 
men are just as severe as those of women. They 
originate in both culture (a physically and 
psychloglcally self-destructive gender role) and 
nature (biological — though not moral — Inferiori- 
ty). The result Is a massive identity problem 
which is acknowledged by neither men (who 
aren't 'allowed' to admit their own vulnerability) 
nor women, (who often imagine that claiming uni- 
que status as victims is ‘politically correct'). 



OMAF's first undertaking was lo provide funds 
lor a mass vaccination program for children. The 
results of this program were Impressive indeed, 
j Compared to the 300 children that died of 
measles epidemic every year In the area within 
reach of Dr. Elnterz' team the epidemic con- 
tinues unabated. To cater for this problem, 
OMAF recently raised $15,000 for a LandRover 
lo act as a mobile health care unit. 

This year we plan to send a shipment of 
$10,000 worth of vaccines In an attempt to fur- 
ther curb the childhood mortality In the catch- 
ment area. These funds will be sufficient to pro- 
tect 20,000 children from measles, diptheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, and polio. At current 
mortality rates this means 2,500 lives saved at a 
cost of $4 a life. 

Shot Dance I last year was not only a 
thoroughly entertaining party but also enabled 
OMAF to raise a substantial part of the funds 
needed for the vaccines. This year with a larger 
budget and more people helping to organize it, it 
should bo even more fun. OMAF also hopes to 
raise $2,500. With the fund matching grant this 
sould bo sufficient for the next shipment to 
Nigeria. So come and join the party and bring 
your friends too.

The point in fasting, you ask? Ambitious, but 
far from impossible, the goals of this project are:

2) Having people fast for one day will encourage 
reflection on the causes, consequences, and 
solutions to the problem of hunger in the world, 
acknowledging that one third of the world's 
population cannot make this voluntary sacrifice, 
but are forced by circumstances beyond thier 
control to live in constant hunger.

Voice of Women (VOW) Is an 
organization ol womon, the majority 
being mothers, who partake in non- 
violent actions in the light for nuclear 
disarmament and global peace. 

VOW, which evolved in the sixties, is 
celebrating it's 26th Birthday this year. 
Organized to deal with moral dilem- 
mas as well as the throat of nuclear an- 
nihilation, VOW is celebrating its con- 
tinued efforts to consolidate nationally 
the voice of all women. 

VOW is structured on a non- 
• hiorarchlal basis. The social power 
and responsibilities are equally shared 
among its members. At their con- 
ference in Montréal September 26 to 
28th, VOW members met to discuss 
business, strategies and resolutions 
for the coming year. 

Dorothy Rosenberg, VOW Peace 
Educator and Coordinator of Canada 
Council for Development and Disarma- 
ment, with five other members of 
VOW, organized the conference which 
welcomed eighty-five women from 
across Canada. The conference, a na- 
tional general meeting, centered 
around the theme, Actlon-Not- 
Reaction for Peace and Human Rights 
Today. 

Rosenberg told the Dally VOW is 
concerned about military spending as 
a means of job creation. This, she said, 
"is the worst way to generate jobs, 
because money Is put In but it doesn't 
circulate. Instead, It Is frozen, because 
nuclear weapons serve no other func- 
tionary purpose than that of use in war. 

"Our money is taken away from 
such necessities as hospitals and 
education and other public services 
and put Into government military pro- 
grams," she said. 

According to Rosenberg, this 
creates a conflict of interest between 
govemment/private Industry and the 
popular disarmament movement. 

Said Rosenberg, "these military pro- 
grams are unilaterally passed by the 
government without much opposition. 
For example, the U.S. is influenced by 
right-wing strategists who are closely 
aligned with the programs. In fact, 
Alexander Haig, President Reagan's 
former Minister of Defence was also 
the President of United Technologies, 
which produces military goods. 

"So those who are associated in 
decision making are also directly 
related to industry and money," she 
said. 

Rosenberg recommended to McGill 
students a film entitled War Without 
Winners, available at the Yellow Door _ 
on Aylmer (392-4972). 

According to Rosenberg, "It is half 
an hour long and has some incredible 
footage which gives off the sublimo to 
the absurd. 

"For example, a general (Gen. 
Graham) who's an adviser to President 
Reagan says , ‘Nuclear War can't hurt 



anyone because all you have to do is 
walk to a lilac bush and hide behind it 
and you'll be safe,' 

•"This General Graham is a high 
frontier promoter of Star Wars," added 
Rosenberg, "I would like teachers to 
show this film in their classes and hold 
discussions on and analyze the con- 
tent." 

Rosenberg also discussed the 
crucial issue that faces the Inuit peo- 
ple. The Labrador attack base, where 
British. German, U.S. and Canadian 
fighter attack planes perform low 
altitude manoeuvers over the Innu 
homes, has disrupted the peoples' 
lives and caused danger to ear drums 
of some children. 

Also, according to Rosenberg, "it 
has caused a high number of pregnan- 
cies, resulting from the military men 
taking out the girts for a beer with the 
Intention of sex." 

Rosenberg mentioned that the 
military justifies Its spending on the at- 
tack base with the 'threat of Soviet 
world domination.' 

War toys is another issue that VOW 
focuses upon. They campaign against 
toys that promote war and violence,

They will also pressure Clark to de- 
mand a U.S. nuclear test ban 
moratorium, so that negotiations for 
the completion of the Comprehensive 
Test Ban Treaty can begin. 

Ursula Franklin, one of the guest 
speakers, is a member of the faculty of 
metallurgy and material science at the 
University of Toronto.

Rosenberg said, "These toys are 
destructive and legitimize killing. 

"A resolution was passed that war 
toys should be boycotted, also that the 
public should bo made aware what 
they're buying for their children. 
Parents should make their 
synagogues, churches, daycare cen- 
tres war toy-free zones. As well, 
parents should join other members in 
organizing a war toy boycott cam- 
paign," she said. 

The present priority of VOW is their 
upcoming mooting with Joe Clark. 
VOW wants to publicly demand that 
Clark explain Canada's support of 
U.S. production of norve gas weapons, 
a stand which contradicts the con- 



systems, saying, "the notion of 
nuclear weapons as security is not 
security. Security should stand for 
shelter, safe environment, health, 
education, and building an appeasing 
future. 

"The biblical meaning of security 
means 'fear not'," she said. "Security 
should bo having not to fear nuclear 
war and annihilation." 

“If you want to have peace you have 
to work for justice.” She makes a con- 
scious effort not to take part in 
anything that might result in more in- 
justice. "This moans not having a sav- 
ings account at a bank that invests In 
countries and profits from racism and 
oppression.” 

Franklin claims not to reject all viows 



different from her own. Being a 
Quaker, she noted, prevents her from 
being over-ambitious. As a result, It 
makes her more aware of her duty as a 
human being. 

Another speaker at the conference 
was Solanges Vincent, a political and 
economic analyst, and a long time ac- 
tivist with VOW. A frequent leader In 
peace and disarmament research, she 
talked about military spending and 
how it "changes our society from a 
welfare state to a warfare state 
society." 

"The government believes It's 
creating jobs by allowing military 
materials — namely nuclear weapons 
— to be produced. Instead it Is 
creating short term jobs and creating 
useless materials. This issue should 
be discussed and action should bo 
taken to mako the government realize 
the realistic implications of their 
misconceptions," she said. 

Vincent's book The Human Costs of 
the War Economy, deals with 
Canada's military industrial complex. 
The book may bo obtained for $2 from 
the Westmount Iniative For Peace, 
P.O. BOX 640, Victoria Station, Mon- 
tréal PQ, H3Z 2Y7. 

In her concluding statements, she 
said, "It is in the women's poaco 
movomont that we can best detect a 
will to address the causes as well as 



the effects of the militarization of the 
planet. 

"Women experience daily the 
deterioration In their living and working 
conditions because of cutbacks of 
social budgets to feed the war 
machinos. They also recognize the link 
between growing military expenditures 
and increased unemployment that 
doprives many of their livelihood," she 
said. 

Vincent called attention to the 
worsening conditions of the Third 
World where Western nations "export 
their wars, and their arms, test their 
weapons on far away battle fronts, in- 
stall military basos, develop sexual 
tourism, and prostitution, increase 
poverty, repression and death by their 
complicity with military juntas."

"Youth unemployment has reached 
unacceptable levels," says mayoral 
candidate, Jean Dorô. He envisions a 
brighter economic future for 
Montrôal's university students if he 
becomes Mayor. 

"It is necessary to put higher educa- 
tion on the top of the agenda,” he said. 
Doré, the leader of the Montreal 
Citizen’s Movement (MCM), spoke to 
an audience of 150 people at Concor- 
dia's downtown campus last Thursday. 

"Being involved in politics means 
thinking about the future, " ho said, 
"and that means youth," because they 
are the largest source of labour. 

"We’re in the sixties In technology," 
he said. Doré emphasized the impor- 
tance of attracting high tech industries 
to Montréal. "Technology requires 
money but above all, educated 
people." New industries would mean 
jobs for students, he said. 

"I'm not suggesting high-tech enter- 
prise is the miracle solution to all our 
problems," he cautioned, stressing 
that cooperation Is the key to suc- 
cessful Interaction between the univer- 
sity and business world.

how Doré would support non-prolit 
community service projects such as 
Passages. Doré offered "to help 
groups find places where they can set 
up." 

He also suggested a possible 
scheme for providing financial aid by 
"creating a fund for the private sector 
to donate to." 

"It is a social problem. It affects the 
quality of life and Is a waste of human 
resources," he said. 

Doré is also In favour of legislation to 
protect non-smokers’ rights. "It’s the 
only way to ensure that people who 
don't smoke don’t get their share of 
it.” < 

He would like to see more construc- 
tion contracts being sub-contracted. "I 
propose to adjust the scope of con- 
tracts given to private firms. 

"We should support smaller firms 
because big firms don't need con- 
tracts." 

Doré spoke in favour of bilingual 
signs: “The french character of Mon- 
tréal should be preserved. It is a reflec- 
tion of culture and character. 

"We need to sustain an openess 
and equilibrium lo Bill 101. Other 
languages should be allowed on signs 
with French." 

Asked what the MCM would do 
about police brutality, Doré explained, 
"part of the violence is due to the fact 
that there Is not enough emphasis on 
the fact that they're not there to beat 
people. 

"We wanted to set up a civil body to 
hear complaints. Right now there's 
civilians and police sitting on the 
board." Doré also mentioned plans to 



increase representation of visible and 
cultural minorities on the force and 
"Eventually to have affirmative action 
programmes." 

Doré sees the solution to Montréal's 
deficit-ridden metro as low ridershlp: 
"We don't have tho ridership to justify 
the investment we made.” To remedy 
this, he says, "We must find to make 



more people use the system." 

To this end, he suggested parking 
lots at the ends of the metro line to en- 
courage commuters to use the Metro, 
bus shelters, paid for by advertising 
and flexible work hours to offset the 
costly overload at rush hour. "These 
proposals have been implemented 
with great success in Toronto."
